According to the Internet, or at least 
some of the reviews found therein, 
MRKT is unworthy of your dining 
out dollar — the food is one-dimen 
sional and overpriced, the wine list 
is dull and unimaginative, even the 
recently reno’d, wood-lined interior 
betrays rushed finishing touches and 
the soups all have too much celery. 
One online opinionator, outraged by 
their prices and food, opined that the 
place wouldn't last more than a few 
months — “and good riddance.” I as 
sume, given the vehemence of this 
opinion, that MRKT had previously 
left a burning bag of dogshit on this 
opinionator’s front step, rung the 
Il and run away.

My own impression is that all 
these ill-wishes are out of proportion 
to the MRKT experience. Maybe $13 
seems steep for a soup and sandwich, 
but the fact is MRKT isn’t the only 
downtown eatery charging double 
digits for lunchtime fare (and, you 
know, there's always the Subway 
right on the corner). And now that 
the restaurant has added an eve- 
ning schedule to its operating hours, 


there's a wider selection to choose 





from, which makes for a better op- 
portunity to enjoy quality food and 
table service in an attractive setting, 
But that's just, like, my opinion. 

A product of the talents behind 
Soul Soup, a take-out-only operation 
on Rice Howard Way that specializes 
in, you guessed it, soup, MRKT ex 
tends the Soul Soup philosophy of 
wholesome, locally sourced, world 
embracing comfort food but also 
gives you a place to sit and a grown 
up beverage. The deep dining room is 
elegantly spare and cavernous, filled 
with high communal tables and ex 
pertly attended by pleasant, capable 
servers 

In addition to the stacked menu, 
where each dish is spelled out like an 
imagistic Japanese poem about tasty 
food, there were also daily soups 
and specials chalked on the wall- 


size chalkboard at the far side of the 
room.

disease and those that love them 
would do well to note that MRKT 
also offers a gluten-free menu.) 

It seemed like we had our friendly 
server's undivided attention as she 
appeared table side every few min 
utes to take our drink orders — the 
obvious but thoroughly enjoyable 
glasses of temperanillo and pinot 
noir we opted for came in around 
$8 a glass — and helpus through the 
choosing process. My co-diner opted 
for the evening's special, Asian-style 
chicken thighs over a warm salad of 
green beens, shredded veggies and 


mushrooms ($15). After some delib- 
eration, I chose the grilled skirt steak 
with sweet potato croquettes ($17) 
An elaborate salad of cabbage, green 
papaya, carrot and Chinese pear with 
sun dried cherries and almonds ($12) 
sounded too good to pass up as a pre 
prandial palate-teaser. 

We'd barely had time to embark on 
a discussion of whether my jerkish 
nature was endemic to me or mere 
ly typical of my gender when our 
server placed the heaping, colourful 
salad between us and set down side 
plates for sharing without slopping it 
all over the table. The shredded and/ 
or matchsticked fresh veggies in 
gingery-soy vinaigrette had a slaw- 
like crunch, and the distribution of 
dried fruit, just-ripe pear and toasted 
almonds contributed surprise bursts 
of sweet, tart and nutty depending 
on the forkful. It served and sated the 
pair of us easily 

No sooner had we divvied up the 
last orts of salad than our entrees 
arrived, The server arranged the big 
white rectangular platters to allow 
us equal access to both, but I quickly 
swivelled the steak so it was right in 
front of me. Carved from the “plate” 
or diaphragm of the beef, skirt steak 
makes up in flavour what it lacks in 
tenderness and this scalloped section 


of medium-rare meat had its flavour 
boosted substantially by a potent 
slather of garlic-green onion puree 
The sweet potato croquettes, cooked 
to a crunchy golden brown outsidc 
were fluffy and lava-hot inside anc 
made for a nice starch-variant oj 
regular ol’ potatoes. Spinach tossec 
with grape tomatoes and light vinai 
grette rounded out the platter. 

As usual, my co-diner coveted th: 


steak over her own attractive por. 
tion — she prefers a skinless chick 
en thigh and found the stir-fried 
platform her meat portions a littl: 
too similar to the salad we had just 
greedily gobbled. Truth be told, I was 
too absorbed in defending my steal 
'n’ croquettes from her to sample 
very deeply from her plate — just 
enough to confirm that the thigh 
were cooked for maximum tender 
ness and juiciness.

North American society has made truly 
remarkable strides towards acceptance of 
gays and lesbians. From the general ac- 
ceptance of gay families, to gay characters 
ontelevision (one of TV's top comedies, 
Modem Family, features a loving gay couple 
who have adopted a child), gays have come 
out of the closet for good. 

Orso It would seem. The heartbreaking 
case of Tyler Clementi has reminded us that 
true acceptance of homosexuality is still 
a long ways off, and may even be getting 
further away. 

Tyler Clementi was an 18-year-old student 
at Rutgers University in New Jersey. Two 
other Rutgers students, Molly Wei and Cle- 
ment!'s roommate Dharun Ravi, hooked up 
a webcam to Clement's room, and secretly 
aired live Internet video of Clementi having 
sex with another man. Clementi committed 
sulcide by jumping off a bridge four days 
later, 

Wei and Ravi are facing charges of inva- 
sion of privacy. 

We may never know what went through 
Clementi's mind before he committed 


suicide, as no note was found. But it’s safe to 
assume that the shame of being outed on 
the Internet, much to the sniggering delight 
of college jerks, was too much to bear. It is 
especially disturbing that this gross violation 
of privacy was committed at a college.

It is telling that calling someone or 
something ‘gay’ is now a common pejorative 
with younger people.

An Unforgettable Time 





OUTSIDE POLITICS MAURICE TOUGAS 
OCTOBER CRISIS SHOOK 
THIS FORMERLY YOUNG 
CANADIAN TO THE CORE 


Gather round, young ‘uns, for one 
of Uncle Moe's Occasional Cana 
dian History Lessons. As always, if 


| Canadian schools actually taught 


Canadian history properly, and if 
the Canadian media did its job in in 
forming Canadians about their past, 
1 wouldn't have to write this. But 


| somebody's gotta carry the flame. 


This month marks the 40th anni- 
versary of the October Crisis, when 
home-grown terrorism. as we would 
call.it today, shattered the compla- 
cent calm of Canada. “As a country, 
we've been through worse crises 
since = the two Quebec referendums 
brought the country to the brink of 
destruction, and thé current leader- 
ship of Stephen: Harper is an ongoing 
crisis of leadership — but the Octo- 
ber Crisis ig the oné that lingers in 
my mind like a nightmare, 


The events of October, 1970, bear 
some repeating I don’t even have 
to research them, because they're 
etched in my memory. 

Oct. 5, 1970, the terrorist group 
Front de Liberation du Quebec — the 
FLQ — kidnapped James Cross, the 
British trade commissioner in Mon- 
treal. The FLQ demanded the release 
of 23 “political prisoners” to use the 
parlance of the times (the “political 
prisoners” were FLQ members who 
were serving well deserved time 
in jail for bombings and robberies 
that left a number of people dead), 
$500,000 in gold bullion (back 
when $500,000 went a lot farther), 
safe passage to Algeria or Cuba (two 
equally trendy spots for terrorists 
to flee), and the reading of the FLQ 
manifesto on Radio Canada. The 
government caved on the manifesto, 
but before Cross could be released, 
the crime of kidnapping burst into a 
full-blown crisis when a second cell 
of the FLQ kidnapped Quebec La- 
bour Minister Pierre Laporte. 

From there, events began to spin 
wildly out of control. The army was 
sent in to protect important people 
in Quebec and Ottawa, and Canadi- 
ans were greeted with the shocking 
spectacle of combat-ready solders, 
machine guns at the ready, protect- 
ing cabinet ministers. Quebec stu- 


dents, enamoured of the glamorous 
freedom fighters of the FLQ and 
the flowering separatist movement. 
gathered in an arena in Montreal in 
support of the terrorists. Prime Min. 
ister Pierre Trudeau invoked the War 
Measures Act, suspending civil liber 
ties and giving the government the 
power to arrest FLQ supporters and 
sympathizers without cause. (Ulti- 
mately, just under 500 people were 
arrested, and 62 charged.) 

On Oct. 17, Laporte's body was 
found stuffed in the trunk of a 
car. This shocking act of brutality 
doomed the FLQ; kidnapping was 
one thing, but cold blooded murder 
of an innocent man was another. 
There is no glamour is strangling a 
man with the chain around his neck. 

The assassination of Laporte left 
an indelible impression on me. It was 
my JFK assassination, a ‘where were 
you’ moment. It probably has some- 
thing to do with my age (14) and the 
fact 1 was quite politically aware as 
a teenager. | was convinced that the 
Canada | knew and regarded’as the 
greatest, safest country on earth was 
crumbling before my eyes. 

The crisis lingered on until Dec. 3, 
when Cross was released unharmed, 
and his kidnappers allowed to leave 
the country for the revolutionary

WARD 6 HAS A VARIETY 





At the comer of 107th Strect and 
107th Avenue, a group of about 10 
| Central McDougall and Queen Mary 
Park residents stand discussing side- 
walks, crosswalks and crime in our 
neighbourhoods. It's a golden fall 
evening, and the leaves crackle under 
our feet as we show walkablity expert 
Dan Burden around our streets. 
Burden was brought in as part of 
| the city’s revitalization of Central 
McDougall, Queen Mary Park and 
McCauley. On our walk, | am floored 
by the many challenges and changes 
unfolding in my neighbourhood and 
| Ward 6, On 107th Avenue, prosti 
tution and drugs mar an otherwise 
vibrant and diverse main street. 
We stop at 106th Avenue and 107th 
Street, the previously proposed site 
of a Hope Mission apartment build 
| ing for the homeless and those re- 
covering from additions. The proj- 
ect was recently rejected by the city 
Residents gesture towards the south 
and downtown, indicating the site of 
the proposed new arena. The airport 


to the north and possible redevelop- 
ments there will have a huge impact 
on the surrounding area. 

Ward 6 is a complicated beast, and 
the race to represent the area is fairly 
competitive, Jane Batty is the incum 
bent, since her previous ward-mate 
Ben Henderson has decided to run 
in Ward 8. At the candidates forum, 
Batty pointed to her past support of 
LRT, transit oriented development, 
and the revitalization of Central Mc 
Dougall and Queen Mary Park. Her 
past three terms on council have 
been criticized as too low profile, 
but her name recognition will still 
be hard to beat. Seven people have 
come forward to challenge Batty, al 
though only two of them, Cris Basu- 
aldo and Bryan Kapitza, are serious 
| candidates, whom I interviewed indi- 
| vidually as well as Batty. The other 
| candidates are Carla Frost, James 
Johnson, Lee Permann, Adil Pirbhai, 
and Thomas Roberts. Here's my as 
sessment of the top issues and some 
| of the candidates’ views 








Where families live, the viability 
of our schools, and Edmonton's sus- 
tainability are all closely linked and 
important issues. The big question 
for the community is how to attract 
and keep young families in the core 


Ss 


As a mom living close to downtown, 
these are especially important issues 
to me and my family. 

Stephen Mandel, the incumbent 
mayor, recently announced his pro- 
posal for school revitalization zones, 
which would develop partnerships 
with the community to help keep 
small schools viable, as well as cre 
ating partnerships with school board 
trustees and the province. (Talks be 
tween the three levels of government 
were already underway, I should 
point out.) The new downtown plan 
also puts an emphasis on attracting 
families to the core. 

“If we really truly want to be a 
complete city and stop urban sprawl, 
we have to make it inviting for young 
families to move in,” Batty says. 
“Without a critical mass of children, 
it's hard to keep the schools open.” 

Bryan Kapitza, an ethical and 
governance consultant, vice chair 
of Home€d and active community 
league volunteer, says the city must 
change developers’ attitudes as well 
Specifically, he wants family friendly 
features, such as three or more bed- 
rooms, in 20 per cent of units in new 
developments. He also proposes re 
forming the way taxes are assessed. 
In his model, the city would tax resi 
dents based on the surrounding in 
frastructure, which would raise taxes 
for vacant lots, encourage infill, and 
discourage suburban development, 
he says. Cris Basualdo thinks there 
are other issues in the ward that are 
keeping families away. “The city has 
failed to keep families in the core by 
not creating safe and healthy neigh 
bourhoods,” she says. 


Basualdo has made safe communi 
ties the centrepiece of her platform. 
She lives just outside the ward in 
Alberta Avenue, and was part of the 
118th Avenue revitalization. 

“You have to deal with crime di. 
rectly,” she says. “If you have women 
that are working on the street, while 
I have sympathy for them, they can't 
do that. You need to use the law to 
deal with the situation rather than 
just have the expectation that if 
you put up light posts and re-do the 
fronts of stores you are actually go: 
ing to deal with the social problems 
in a neighbourhood.” 

Batty takes a less combative ap- 
proach. “You can't just think that we 
are going to put more eyes on the 
street and have more boots on the 
street,” she says. “We still have a re- 
sponsibility to those women who are 
in a precarious situation.” 

Kapitza points out that the ward. 
needs community policing stations 
that are open all night, unlike the sta- 
tion on 107th Avenue, for example, 
which closes in the evening. He also 
proposes encouraging local owner- 
ship though microloans to lower- 


income entrepreneurs to open sma 
businesses in the community. 


Social housing also tops the list 
community concerns, with high co: 
centrations of homes and. servic 
for the homeless and recovering a:

IS AIR CONDITIONING REALLY 
ADRAG ON GAS MILEAGE, OR IS 
THAT JUST HOT AIR? 





[ recently bought my first new car in 
nearly 11 years. I had always bought 
1on-air conditioned cars in the past 
because I was told AC reduces power 
and gasoline mileage. But now AC is 
standard equipment, at least in the 
make/model I bought, and the sales 
man assured me it no longer is an 
engine or mileage drain. Much as I 
enjoy the blasts of cool in the desert 


this seems too good to be true. Is it?

Of course. Do you think you can 
burn gasoline inside a metal box dur 
ing an Anzona summer and get the 
thing cooled off for free? In fairness. 
nowever, there are subtleties that 
make the answer to this query more 
elusive than you'd think.

The major changes in auto AC 
technology in recent years have been 
etter compressors and refriger- 
ants that are more environmentally 
friendly. The former are more effi 
ient, the latter arguably less so; the 
net change probably isn’t dramatic 
OF possibly greater significance is 
the fact that car body designs have 
pecome more aerodynamic 

Back in 1986 I tried to establish 
whether a car was more fuel efficient 
with the AC on and the windows up 
or the AC off and the windows down 
— the hypothesis being that reduced 
drag from closed windows might 
compensate for the extra energy 
needed for the AC.

It's part of what prompted Real Pro- 
ductions to follow its own innovative 
path from producing hundreds of 
locally-created amateur skin flicks to 
reinventing adult content through a 
lucrative new programming format: 
R-rated reality TV shows available 
through cable providers, with full- 
length X-rated adult scenes available 
on DVD. 

Danilak admits “what we do is not 
what most adult companies do; we 
produce fairly mainstreartr’ televi- 
sion.” The company’s first two adult 
reality series, Make Me a Porn Star, 
and The Boy Nexxt Door were re- 
leased to wide distribution with R- 
ratings. Content from a new series, 
Tight, which centres on an all-girl 
porn star rock band, will be edited to 
have multiple ratings to be broadcast 
across different networks. 

It's a strategic response to an in 


dustry grappling with rapid change 
and unforeseen economic pressures. 
“Companies that were just doing the 
same-old, same-old have gotten into 
a lot of trouble,” Danilak says. “We 
find that when a show airs on some 
thing like Star or ITV and some- 
one sees the R-rated version of an 
episode, they then seek out the XXX 
version to see what they couldn't on 
TV. We've done very well that way.” 
Vegas agrees. He spent six months 
after shooting wrapped on the sec- 
ond season of The Boy Nexxt Door 
trying to break into the industry in 
L.A., but was surprised to encounter 
the decline of a former American 
empire. 
“The Internet did to porn what 
Napster did to music,” he says 
These pressures prompt Vegas to 
hang his hopes on more mainstream 
success, like writing and shooting in- 
dependent films here in Edmonton. 
Vegas is also getting a pilot together, 


a mainstream spinoff of his show he

CHANGING THE PLAYERS 

While the lingering notoriety of 
involvement with the adult film in- 
dustry is declining, it hasn't entirely 
disappeared. €ven the crossover 
appeal of porn stars such as Sasha 
Grey is contested: some see her as a 
trailblazer; others denounce her as 
parodying herself for mainstream 
audiences. 

“There's always going to be a little 
stigma that you didn’t go about it the 
right way, or that you cheated, but it's 
not like 10 years ago where if you did 
porn there was no chance of you go- 
ing anywhere else,” Danliak says. 

Perceptions are also changing for 
the silent participants in the industry 
as well, like non-nude actors, pro 
duction help and location hosts. 

Vegas says his family has always 
been supportive and most fans let- 


ters always mention his parents. 
Kane says his family is well aware of 
his side projects, and finds it amus- 
ing. 

The porn industry also needs to 
be on better behaviour than main- 
stream productions when it comes to 
Edmonton shoots, 

Kane says a lot of people have 
concerns about the image of their 
establishment, “If they say we don't 
want our signage in the film, then we 
respect that.

It's a special position, and one that 
Warren takes very seriously. To date, 
more than half a million people have 
used his mailbox as a personal con.
